GEORGE WESTINGHCUSE WAS, 
ONE OF THE GREATEST IN- 
VENTORS OF MODERN 
TIMES 


Was the Mcn Who Revslutionized 
Modern Methods of Transportation 
—Also Designed the Air Brake, His 
Famous Invention Proving a Huge 
Success. 

George Westinghouse, who died re- 
cently in New York, aged 68, Was 
pne of the greatest inventors of mod- 
ern times , known all through the 
world as the inventor of the Westing- 
house alr. brake and many other de- 
vieeés and appliances which have 
completely revolutionized modern 
methods of transportation, was born 
at Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
sow of Geo'ge and Emeline Vedder 
Westinghouse. His. father’s — ances: 
tors came from Germany and settled 
in Massachusetts and Vermont before 
the revoiution. On his mother’s side 
bu came from Dutch-English stock. 

The father of George Westinghouse 
was a mechanical engineer and an 
inventor of yarious mechanical, ap- 
pliances. In 1866 he remoVed to 
Schenectady,.N.Y., where he estab- 
lished the Schenectady Agricultural 
Works. Young George received bis 
early education in the public schools

Famining District in Northern’ Pa:t 
of Island Covers One Million 
A Acres s 

The faminine gttrict of Hokkaide, 
in the north of Japan, covers more 
than 1,000,000 acres which are devot- 
ed to rice culture and general fatm- 
ing. The loss has amounted to about 
$10,000,000, and 66,000 persons are 
in need of help, according to an of- 
ficial report. It continues: 

“For the last three years the farm- 
ers have ha. poor crops and the fail- 
ure on account of the frosts this 
year leaves them in a pitiable condl- 
tion. 

Men are subsisting on straw, the 
bark of. trees, acorns, and buckwheat 
chaff powdered and made fmto gruel. 
Mothers Jiving on such food have 
been unable to feed their babies and 
have made a milk substitute out of 
the hulls of rice, which they beat into 
& powder and mix with boiling water. 
The young men have left home in 
search of work, while the aged and 
children are left at home to freeze 
or starve unless outside relief is 
brought to them.” 


Tells Story of Famine 

A sad story of the famine district 
is told by the Rev, Chigan Takah- 
ashi, a missionary. A tenant in 
Yubart district whose wife was dying 
from starvation and illness, stole a 
bale of potatoes from his landlord. 

The wife wis grateful for the kihd- 
ness of her husband, but sald: “I do 
not Wish to live any longer if it must 
be on stolen food,” and urged him to

The Rasen, ii of fp Sent of Men- 
treal, fa bis a@dress to the share 
holders at the annual meeting carly 
ia December, emphasised the fact 
that the balance of foreign trade has 
been heavily againet Canada during 
the past decade. In the last six fiscal 
years imports exceeded exports in 
value up to $8560,000,000, and this con- 
siderable gap has been made, in cer- 
taln quarters, the sub‘oct of adverse 
criticism of Canada, We cannot, 
moreover, cxpect to go on widening 
the gap between imports and exports 
indefinitely. The lesson to be taken 
from these remarks ia that the ability 
to earn interest charges on our heavy 
borrowings from abroad must come 
from increased productivity in farm, 
factory and mine, etc. A good portion 
of our borrowings are for the Domin- 
lon Government, and our ability to pay 
the interest charges depends on a 
growing revenue. 

Canada's fiscal policy, during the 
past thirty years, has not only pro 
duced a revenue equal to all the 
claima of interest and sinking funds, 
but has afforded incidental! protection 
to manufacturing, an essential factor 
(mn our national development. A re 
duction In the tariff to-day would not 
only reduce Canada's income, but in 
90 far as it resulted in increased im- 
perts would lessen the productivity 
of Canadian factories, and therefore 
reduce in the long run the earnings 
from productive undertaking, which 
are required to pay interest. 

Having !n mind the serious con- 
ditfon in which the country has been 
placed during the past two years, the 
wisdom of disturbing the stability of 
Canada’s trado policy at the present 
juncture is doubtful. 


WAGES AND LIVING GOST 


Labor Secures Better Return To-day 
Than Ten Years Ago 


In @ diecussion of the partplayed 
by the tariff in the cost of living, the 
following appeared in the “New York 
Journal of Commerce” the other day: 

“We presume, of course, that to 
some extent the tariff may be said 
to be responsible for the high cost 
of living, but we consider that the 
extent to which the tariff is so re 
sponsible is very small in comparison 
with other causes.

“More than 60 per cent. of the cost 
of all production, be it agricultural 
@ industrial, is the wages paid to 
labor. We all know that for several 
years past the price of labor has 
steadily and persistently increased. 
Not only so, but we eiso know that 
the hours of labor have steadily and 
persisteatly deervased. Putting these 
(we cagses together, is there any 
reasening man who can deny that the 
high cost of itving is due very Many 
more times to the high cost of labor 
and the reduction fn working hours 
than to the tariff system?” 

Higher In Canada 

The cost of living ts higher in 
Canada than in any other country, 
according to recent official figures. By 
many this ts ascribed to our tariff, 
But, if thelr contention is correct, 
how is it that the cost of living in 
Canada, which is a low tariff country, 
‘fe bigher than in the United States 
or Germany, which are high tariff 
countries?

Se away our er cost. Whea 
the United States tarif comes down 
to the level of ours, will the cost of 
living in that country go up to ours?
